A regular 
series of concerts to entertain the 
patients at St. Boniface Sanatorium 
has been inaugurated. 

More and more war service work 
must be the slogan of our Lodge. 
Members of the Lodge are doing a 
creditable job at present but there is 
always room for improvement and 
with the help of an increased member¬ 
ship greater expansion of war work 
will be possible.

A S B’NAI B’RITH approaches its hundredth anniversary, it becomes increasingly apparent 
^ how wisely and how well its founders built. They designed a program which successive 
generations of B’nai B'rith leadership have followed with incalculable benefit to the people 
of Israel. Created as an agency for the unification and cultural development of the Jewish 
community, B’nai B'rith's usefulness has been extended immeasurably as the years rolled into 
decades and the decades into a century. 

Though rooted in a fundamental policy, B’nai B'rith has been sufficiently flexible to 
make its program conform to the changing needs of the times. Because of this well controlled, 
though unfettered approach, and its foresight, the B'nai B’rith program remains as timely as 
the latest headline. Though guided by tradition, tradition has been no restraint in discarding 
activities that have outlived their usefulness. Avoiding the pursuit of activities already 
effectively executed by other agencies, B'nai B’rith has remained dynamic- by meeting the 
needs of the Jewish people as they arose. 

Factionalism, dissension and provincialism in Jewish life have left the B'nai B'rith 
untouched. True to its fundamental purpose to unite Israelites in the promotion of their 
highest interests and those of humanity, it has always been in the vanguard of the struggle 
for unity. Kept free from doctrinal differences, B’nai B’rith has afforded a common platform 
for service on the part of all elements in the Jewish community because it is universal, its 
objectives of interest to all Jews, and its emphasis upon the positive value in Jewish life. 

The dynamic growth of the B’nai B’rith, the many and varied vital causes which it 
serves, the record of its achievement, and its role in the drama of Jewish history are effectively 
portrayed in the story of B'nai B'rith of yesterday and today, pointing to an even more 
essential service and a more glorious future of consecrated service to humanity.

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B’nai B’rith: 1843-1942 

For an interesting history of B’nai B’rith and the men connected with B’nai B’rith 
during its First Centenary of Service, the Editor recommends “This is B’nai 
B’rith”, by Bernard Postal, from which the following is an excerpt. Copies of 
this booklet may be obtained through the B’nai B’rith Office. 


One hundred years ago, 12 liberal- 
minded immigrant Jews in New York 
City, recognizing the need for some 
effective medium for bringing together 
on the same platform and under a 
single banner all Jews in the United 
States, regardless of religious opinion, 
geographical origin or economic status, 
created the B’nai B’rith (which is the 
Hebrew for “Sons of the Covenant") 
as American Jewry’s first unifying and 
cultural agency. 

Setting no bounds on the flexibility 
of its program, B’nai B’rith’s founders 
laid down a pattern of service which 
enables the organization to approach 
its centennial with a policy guided not 
only by the broad aims enunciated a 
century ago but framed by the necessi¬ 
ties of the times. 

These aims, never altered, were 
stated in the preamble to B’nai B'rith's 
first constitution, as follows: 

“B’nai B’rith has taken upon itself 
the mission of uniting Israelites in the 
work of promoting their highest inter¬ 


ests and those of humanity; of de¬ 
veloping and elevating the mental and 
moral character of the people of our 
faith; of inculcating the purest princi¬ 
ples of philanthropy, honor and 
patriotism; of supporting science and 
art; alleviating the wants of the poor 
and needy; visiting and attending the 
sick; coming to the rescue of victims of 
persecution; providing for, protecting 
and assisting the widow and orphan 
on the broadest principles of human¬ 
ity.” 

This vision of unselfish service, 
embracing all humanity in its sphere, 
has remained the inspiration of B’nai 
B’rith. Because its creators had the 
wisdom to imbue it not only with 
noble ideals but to clothe it with the 
broadest of altruistic objectives, suc¬ 
cessive generations of B’nai B’rith 
leadership have been able to keep the 
organization dynamic by adjusting its 
policies and activities to the changing 
needs and problems of the Jewish 
people, to whose service it is dedicat¬ 
ed, and to the welfare of the nation, 
of which it has been an integral part 
for 100 years.

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B’nai B’rith Co-operates in 
Joint War Efforts Fund 


Winnipeg Lodge of B’nai B’rith 
is taking an active part in the work 
of the Winnipeg Jewish War Efforts 
Fund, the formation of which was 
the result of leading Jewish organiza¬ 
tions being brought together by the 
Jewish Welfare Fund. Participants 
are B’nai B’rith, Y.M.H.A., Canadian 
Jewish Congress and the General 
Monash branch of the Canadian Le¬ 
gion. The Fund consists of twelve 
representatives, two from each of the 
four organizations, and four from the 
Welfare Fund. Bros. Hart Green, Jr., 
and Archie Micay, are representatives 
of Winnipeg Lodge of B’nai B’rith. 

The primary purpose of the organ¬ 
ization is to co-ordinate fund raising 
for war efforts by the groups repre¬ 
sented. In addition the Fund will act 
as a clearing house of war service 
work with a view to co-ordination and 
avoiding duplication. 

Budgets presented by the four 
participants totalling $8000, for the 
period September to April 30, 1943, 
were approved. In view of the United 
Palestine Appeal and Community 
Chest drives, and the Victory Loan 
Campaign, it was thought inopportune 
to hold another campaign this year. 
The Welfare Fund has agreed to ad¬ 
vance the $8000 out of its reserve, 
of which B’nai B’rith will receive 
$1600. 

It is hoped that in 1943 the Win¬ 
nipeg Jewish War Efforts Fund will 
become a beneficiary of the Welfare 
Fund which will raise the extra funds 
to finance the war work of the partici¬ 
pating organizations. 

The fact that the B’nai B'rith, 
Y.M.H.A., Canadian Jewish Congress 
and the General Monash Branch were 
able to arrive at a basis of co-opera¬ 


tion was no small achievement. Much 
of the credit for the smooth organiza¬ 
tion of the War Efforts Fund is due 
to Bro. Max Cohen, President of the 
Jewish Welfare Fund.

Micay, B’nai B’rith, and A. E. Free¬ 
man, Canadian Jewish Congress:

and Treasurer, J. Wilder, General 
Monash Branch.

B'nai B’rith also provides the only 
organized Jewish Luncheon Club in 
our community, in that we have a set 
program of eleven luncheons planned 


for definite dates, and providing the 
finest of oratorical talent. 

Along more or less social lines 
B’nai B’rith offers its members Bowl¬ 
ing, both mixed and men’s. This is 
important as it offers members an op¬ 
portunity to mingle with their brethern 
in a spirit of healthy friendly com¬ 
petition. 

These are only part of our work, 
but the point we wish to make is that 
all our activities require work on the 
part of someone. We have also noted 
that the men who make our various 
activities successful are the backbone 
of our organization. Therefore in order 
to be a good member and one who 
“pulls his own weight” one must par¬ 
ticipate in some activity. If you are 
interested, please contact the B’nai 
B’rith Office and they will be only 
too pleased to have the head of any 
activity you are interested in get in 
touch with you, and see that you get 
in the swing. 

Membership conservation is im¬ 
portant if we are to hold our place 
as the leading Jewish organization in 
our community. Let our watchword 
be, “Every Jew a Ben Brith, and 
every Ben Brith, an active one.”
